Disbarment Proceedings Begun 
Against Attorneys Selleck and 
Marshall.

Various Irregularities Charged in 
Dealing With Clients and 
Courts. 





Disbarment proceedings against 
Ellroy V. Selleck ang John O, Mar- 
shall, lawyers, were filed Saturday 
in the St. Louis Court of Appeals by 
representatives of the St. Louis Bar 
Association. 

Selleck, in five counts, 
of malpractice, deceit and misd2- 
meanor in professional practice. In 
November, 1906, it is alleged, Lynn 
P. Hale indorsed a check for $200.45 
and gave it to Selleck for collection. 
Selleck, it is charged, retained the 
money on the plea that he was with- 
holding the check pending the set- 
tlement of a point in court, 

Hale finally complained to the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, and when Selleck 
was called in for an explanation, it 
is said, he presented a bill for $125 
against Hale and agreed to give Hale 
$75 balance. 

Hale consented 
ment, but Selleck, 
him only $55. 

The second accusation against Sel- 
lect ig that in November, 19099, he re- 
tained $55.40 of his clients’ money 
while employed to collect outstand- 
ing accounts for the Southwestern 
Screen Manufacturing ’Co., after the 
three stockholders had _ dissolved 
partnership. 

Selleck is also accused of having 
caused Charles Mathew Kotzaurek, a 
hatter at 603 and 907 Pine street, to 
execute a bill of sale to Bertha Hen- 
kel in November, 1907, as a subter- 
fuge to defraud kotzaurek’s credi- 
tors. Wien the Sussex Realty Co. 
filed an attachment suit in a justice's 
court, Selleck, it is alleged, suborned 
Bertha Henkel to testify falsely, and 
elso arranged’ a code ef signals by 
which he intendeq to-direct her tes- 
timony in case of an appeal. , 

It is charged that Selleck in- March, 
1911, obtained from Mrs. Flora Viehman 
four pawn tickets representing loans of 
$41 and that he failed to account for 
them. 

The final count against him is that he 
obtained some of the notes of the John 
Link estate, the attempted settlement. of 
which created wide publicity. 

Marshall is accused of having retained 
$153.20 more than his fee while repre- 
senting Catherine P. Waters. He settled 
the bill after complaint had been filed, 
it is set forth. It is charged that he 
also failed to keep his accounts in order 
while handling a $54 account placed in 
his hands for collection by Byron M. 
Clendenning, a Cincinnati attorney. 

The last complaint against Marshall 
recites that in October, 1909, he got $4) 
from William A. Winchester as a retain- 
er fee for filing a damage suit, There 
was a delay in filing the action and 
Marshall refunded $15 Oct. 21, 1910, it is

The denial of a divorce to James E. 
Rutiedge, president of the Rutledge & 
Taylor | Coal Co, by Judge Shields two 
years ago was affirmed Saturday in the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals in an opin- 
ion delivered by Judge.

In his opinion Judge Caulfield said the 
evidence showed Rutledge to have been 
unduly attentive to a cousin, a woman 
he took to his home to live for tyo 
extended periods, one of 17 and another 
of three months.

of Tripoli will be begun soon. 


Italy, it is stated, will endeavor to localize the hostilities. 4 

The note closes with the assurance that the steps taken are in the 
interest of humanity and civilization, and that no effort will be spared to 
protect the subjects of other nations in Tripoli. 


12 Italian Warships Maneuver |

Steel Corporation which Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Lehmann has prepared and is 
awaiting to file, it is held that the 
trust is a violator of the Elkins rail- 
read law. The Government officials 
will advance this argument when the 
case comes to trial along with the 
charge of combination in restraint of 
ade. Chairman Stanley of the House 
-eel Investigating Committee is ready 
to conduct an investigation along this 
line when the committee again meets 
next month. Both Chairman Stanley and 
the Department of Justice hold that the 
Steel Trust is able to control the iron 
ore which gives it a monopoly of the 
steel business by virtue of its controll- 
ing belt line railroads around Pitts- 
burg and Chicago and steamship lines 
on the great lakes. It is charged that 
the Steel Trust has reached as high as 
331-3 per cent of the profits of these 
lines. Concerning the monopoly Stanley 
said: 

“Monopoly is not and cannot be pre- 
vented or restricted by the Sherman 
act alone as interpreted by the Chief 
Justice or by Justice Harlan. I do not 
mean to underestimate the value of that 
great statute which would be an imper- 
ishable monument, not to John Sher- 
man, but to George Frisbie Hoar, 
George F. Edmunds and James Z. 
George. . 

Must Be a Combination. 

“ft am thoroughly convinced that no 
earrier of heavy freight could ever se- 
cure an invincible monopoly without the 
domination of the subservience of the 
common carrier. 

“Our committee has endeavored to in- 
vestigate violations of the act regulat- 
ing interstate commerce as much as the 
Sherman anti-trust act. I am convinced 
that as a result of its investigation the 
people will shortly see new activity on 
the part of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. , The Standard Oil Co. se- 
cured its monopoly and maintained it by 
rebates and it will be found that the 
International Harvester Co. has been 
guilty of the same thing. 

“The American people will be quite as 
mucu interested within the near future 
in the operations of the Inferstate Com- 
merce Commission as they have been in 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in its interpretation 
of the Sherman anti-trust act.” 

Stanley expressed the opinion that the 
railroad companies should treat all 
shippers alike and said that if they did 
so, “They would have nothing to fear.”

The blacksmiths, car repairers, tin- 
ners, pipefitters and boiler makers in 
the shops and roundhouse dropped their 
tools at the time set for them to walk 
out.

Nearly all 
of them carried tools on their shoulders 
and their dinner buckets in their hands. 
The first employes to leave congregat- 
ed in front of a saloon near the cor- 
ner, awaiting the machinists.

He told them 
he had received orders to disperse all 
gatherings in that vicinity and asked the 
men to go home. The strikers promptly 
obeyed. Ten minutes later the streets

Crier Raises .$1000 Toward 
Fund to Keep Distillery Out 
of Champ Clark’s Town.

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., 30.— 


ith an auctioneer urging the citizens 
to bid for the city’s good name, Bowl- 


ing Green, the home of Champ Clark, 
has raised $1000 as part of arfund to be 
used in keeping a distillery out of the 
town. 

The $1000 was subscribed at an indig- 
nation meeting which took place in the 
Pike County Courthouse. Leading min- 
isters, lawyers and business men spoke 
against the erection of a distillery in a 
town which for more than twenty years 
has permitted no saloon within its 
borders and has handled the liquor ques- 
tion to the satisfaction of the majority 
of its citizens. 

Then Ed Doc. Biggs, a livestock auc- 
tioneer, mounted the speakers’ plat- 
form and put Bowling Green’s reputa- 
tion under the hammer. 

‘Ladies and gentlemen,” he shouted, 
“how much am I bid for the good name 
of our town. Who will give $100 to 
keep a distillery out of our city,: the 
home of the great Champ, the pride of 
Pike?’’ 

Biggs’ speech brought subscriptions by 
the score. News of the indignation 
meeting was carried all over the county, 
which is as strong for temperance as it 
is for Clark, and similar gatherings took 
place in Ashley, Hartford, Spencer and 
Indian townships. A cummittee, of 
which Biggs is chairman, was named 
to handle the money and start proceed- 
ings to keep the distillery away. 

Land for the site of the distillery was 
bought from Col. Luke M. Emerson, a 
livestock dealer,~soon after Champ 
Clark’s election as Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

Opponents of the liquor business say 
the two men who bought the site told 
the owner they wanted to build a 
creamery, and it was with this under- 
standing that the land was sold.

EBRECHT MADE SPEAKE

After chasing Former Speaker Lawton 
and Former Speaker Pro Tem. Oviatt 
for several blocks, at 1 a. m. Saturday, 
members of the Kiel faction of the 
House of Delegates captured Oviatt and 
dragged him back to the chamber to 
complete a quorum. 


Former. Speaker Lawton, aithough al- 
most 60 years old, outdistanced his pur- 
suers. While on Lawton’s trail, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Wade encountered Dele- 
gates Gallagher, Becker and other mem- 
bers of the Kreismann faction of the 
House, at Eleventh and Market streets, 
and was forced to stop the pursuit. 

“Cut out this highway stunt,’’ com- 
manded Gallagher, as he and Becker 
seized Wade. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
was willing to take a rest and in a few 
minutes returned to the city hall. 

While Wade was racing after Lawton, 
Delegates Lahiv, Ittner and Hall were 
devoting themselves to the capture of 
Oviatt, who led the Kiel men north on 
Eleventh to Pine, over Prine to Thir- 
teenth street and back to Twelfth and 
Pine streets, where he was caught. 

On reaching the chamber of the House 
of Delegates with his “prisoner,” Lahiv 
commanded: 

‘‘Come before the bar of this House.” 

Oviatt moved forward to a point in 
front of the Speaker’s rostrum. 

‘You are fined $10 for disorderly con- 
duct,’’ Lahiv informed Oviatt. 

Oviatt’s Fine Remitted. 

Oviatt produced a $l bill and was 
about to hand it to Lahiv when other 
Delegates chorused a plea for clem- 
ency. 

“Just to show you that this body will 
be lenient, we'll remit the fine,’ said 
Lahiv. 

One by one the other Kiel delegates 
who had been skirmishing in the neigh- 
borhood of the city hall for members of 
the Kreismann faction, returned to their 
seats’ and with Oviatt safely under 
guard completed the quorum of 15. 

Delegate Henry F. Ebrecht, the Kiel 
men’s candidate for Speaker, was then 
renominated and elected. Oviatt refus- 
ed to vote for Ebrecht, but he was sup- 
ported by a majority of the quorum 
and that, under the ruling of City Coun- 
selor Walther, was sufficient to elect 
him. 

The departure of the Kreismann fac- 
tionists was planned to deprive the 
House of a quorum and prevent the 
meeting from continuing indefinitely, 
as it promised when the delegates took 
a. recess at 1 a. m. for luncheon. 

Ittner Chairman Pro Tem, 

Delegate Anthony Ittner was 
chosen Speaker pro tem. to succeed 
Oviatt. The committees of the House 
will be appointed by Speaker Ebrecht 
Friday evening. The Lefislation Com- 
mittee, which has been investigating 
the eastern railroad approaches to the 
Free Bridge, was constituted a spe- 
clal committee to continue the work. 

The struggle for control of the 
House was precipitated a week ago 
by a resolution vacating the offices 
of Speaker and Speaker pro tem. and 
the committees. This resolution re- 
ceived 14 votes. Twelve of the Kreis- 
mann men opposed it. A request was 
made on the City Counselor for an 
opinion as to the effect of the vote. 

City. Coun8elor Walther held that 
Speaker Lawton, Speaker Pro Tem, 
Oviatt and members of the standing 
committees had been ousted. His de- 
cision became known Thursday after- 
noon, 

To anticipate any attempt of the 
Kreismann men to recover dominion, 
Delegate Lahiv appeared at the House 
of Delegates Friday morning and took 
his place in the Speaker’s rostrum. 
All day long, except for short inter-

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THE ZACLEDE STATUE. 

Prof. Zolnay’s indignation would be distinctly 
appropria‘e if his statue of Laclede were in danger 
of being placed in a back yard on-an obscure 
street. Despite some intimations, more or less 
official, the Post-Dispatch declines to bélieve 
that this work of art is to be hidden in a closet 
or displaced by a flag pole. Whatever the mistake 
that has been made, it is easily corrected. 

The statue of the city’s founder, cast in heroic 
mold, would be appropriately placed on Market 
street, in front of and between the City Hall 
and the new Courts Building. There its signifi- 
cance would be greatest. Its historical tale would 
be emphasized by its environment and its artistic 
value would be brought to full measure by the set- 
ting. Such works find favor because they teach, 
inspire and delight. It is for this we have them 
and want more of them. Certainly it would be 
foolish to secure an artistic statue of the city’s 
founder and destroy it by inartistic location or 
half concealment. 

Reconsideration of the scheme will also cause 
return to the plan for placing the statue in a 
sunken garden, as originally designed. If Laclede 
is worth conspicuity because he was the city’s 
fourider, he is worth as much of it as can be 
given. It is not honoring Laclede too much and 
it is honoring St. Louis more.

The Italian jingoes are challenging issues for 
which they are prepared only in the sense of 
being culprits, with accumulated crimes of mis- 
government waiting for final condemnation) aid 
sentence.

VALUE OF CONSERVATION CONGRESSES. 
‘The value of the Conservation Congress just 
closed, like that of those which preceded it, lIfes

Replying to jot the activity of the De- 
partment in prosecuting suits under the anti- 
trust law, President Taft at Waterloo, Io., made a 
clear, straightforward statement of the policy of 
his administration with reference to the enforce-, 
ment of law against monopoly and illegal com- 
binations. He warned business that it must throw 
away monopoly devices and conform to the law. 
‘His position is plainly defined in the conOwiny 
sentences: 

It is the sworn é¢uty of the executive to 
enforce the law, and as long as such com- 
binations exist and are known to exist to 
the law officers of the Government in any 
way, they would be lacking in their duty 
if they did not prosecute them. Théy are 
under my orders to treat the prosecution of 
trusts like the bringing of any other suits 
which are within the scope and duty of the 
Department of Justice, and I must decline to 
admit that there is any discretion which 
would enable the Attorney-General and his 
assistants to stay the hand of the Govern- 
ment in respect of such violations of law. 
Mr. Taft’s plea for fair dealing with corpcra- 

tions and for friendly co-operation in promoting 
legitimate business prosperity is approved by all 
men of sense. Not only duty, but enlightened in- 
terest urges the elimination of passion and preju- 
dice and combined effort to promote beneficial 
and profitable business activities. 

It is the unfairness and lawlessness of certain 
greedy business interests which have caused all 
the uncertainty and trouble from which we are 
suffering. When these are eliminated business 
will be on a sound basis. we 

Mr. Taft’s statement of sound policy would have 
been complete and more effective to obtain the 
desired result if he had emphasized his intention 
to enforce the entire law. If he had promised 
prosecution of law-breaking business men under 
the criminal clause of the anti-trust law the path 
to stable, lawful, prosperous conditions would be 
shorter. A few monopoly malefactors in jail would 
end the turmoil.

Washington’s Ideal Terminals. '

Tashington hag a terminal railroad almost iden- 


tical in its form and manner of operation with 
that ‘of St. Louis, It is called the Washington 
Terminal Co. and is controlled by several roads 
entering the city. 
Potomac, with city yards and union station. 

Virginia has a 2%-cent passenger fare law and 
some time ago the roads running south asked per- 
mission fronr the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to raise the.fare between Washington and 
Alexandria, the first stop, a distance of seven 
miles, from 15 cents to 60 cents, in order to bring 
the Virginia fares to Richmond to 8 cents a mile, 
This was refused. 

A singular feature of railroad operation here, 
which I believe is the only instance in America, 
is the free delivery of less than carload freight 
by team to the consignee’s door. 

There is but one surface crossing in the city 
proper, and that is now being abolished» All 
yards in the main district are either elevated or 
depressed. 

The roadbed for long stretches is lined on 
cach side with handsome bronze electroliers, and 
where possible there are privet hedges and flower 
beds, becoming thus very attractive to the eye. 
Altogether, the roadbed and the station, with its 
spacious front park, are probably not surpassed 
anywhere in the world, New York's boasting not- 
withstanding. | 

The locomotives all burn coke, "which does 
away entirely with the great nuisance of smoke. 
No whistle-blowing is permitted in the District 
of Columbia. Where the road runs through Po- 
tomac Park, Carolina poplars have been planted, 
which when grown will conceal the road from 
view.

I am not altogether a stranger on this side of 
the Atlantic.

Miss Quimby Says Flying Is a Feminine Sport Calling 
‘for Intuition and Sanity—Interviews Written 
for the Post-Dispatch. 


By Ethel Lloyd Patterson. 


WELVE women in all the world 
; are licensed aviators. Two of 
these, Miss Harriet Quimby and 
Miss Mathilda Molsant, hold 
American diplomas, A third woman, 
Mile. Helene Dutrieu, French, and 
perhaps the most daring of them all. 
Just who will have the courage to 
defy superstition and become the thir- 
teenth woman aviator remains to be 
seen. However, that’s another story, 
anyway. 

“But it’s neither feck nor pluck 
that makes the really good aviator. 
It is just plain, honest common sense 
and reasonable care,” explained Miss 
Quimby. “For those really interested 
in aerial navigation for the benefit 
of mankind, the dangerous ‘spiraling’ 
and ‘banking’ and sudden dips toward 
the earth not only Jack entertainment 
but are downright’ foolhardy. It is 
neither brave nor clever to risk one’s 
life uselessly. It is only silly.” 

“And as women are given to look- 
ing before they leap in everything 
but love?”— I suggested. . 

“Exactly,” agreed Miss Quimby, 
“you have the re n why they 
should make good aviators. 


oT HERE are two principles of 
aviation which are as second 
nature to a woman; two reasons why 
women seem born to the sport. Suc- 
cessful aviation is a combination of 
sanity and instinct. The sanity to be 
exercised before leaving the ground 
in a careful examination of one's 
machine. The instinct to have full 
play once one has left the ground. 

*“‘No:- one who has not an instinct 
which operates more quickly than rea- 
son can fly. When you think of the 
generations women have relied on in- 
stinct rather than reason you will sec 
for yourself that they have practica: ly 
had their training for aviation. 

“Then women are more carefu] than 
men. I do not mean that they lack 
courage, but they are not foolhardy. 
That the aircraft of today is in an im- 
perfect state cannot be doubted, but 
tha’ the greater number of fatalities 
are due to imperfections of the ma- 
chines is doubtful. In nearly every in- 
vestigated case the fatality has been 
shown to be due to reckless fiying, 
over-confidence or pure neglect in in- 
epecting the machine before it left the 
ground. 

‘My conclusion is that flying is 
stripped of its danger or greatest peril 
whenever the aviator realizes that ke 
is engaged in serious business and that 
he must carefully consider his surround- 
ing and the condition of the machine 
which must serve him. - 


T is all very well to do ‘stunts’ 
and to Challenge perils calcu!at- 
ed to thrill a vast crowd watching with 
eager and upturned faces for something 
to happen. But the real achievement is 
to master the air as a proof of human 
progress.”’

“So you do not think aviation is dan- 
gerous, Or more dangerous for a 
woman?” I asked Miss Quimby. 

“Is aviation dangerous?’ she re- 
peated. “Yes; so is swimming, if one 
is to try to swim through Niagara or 
in the ocean with its perilous under- 
tow. So is skating where the ice is 
thin; bicycling, motor cycling, motor 
driving and a lot of other things in 
which we constantly induige are per- 
llous unless conditions are made com- 
paratively safe. 

“Over a good flying ground on a calm 
day driving an aeroplane is as safe as 
driving an automobile tn'a crowded city. 

“Over a ground filled with holes and 
ruts which send up gusty whirlpools 
and cause treacherous ‘air-pockets.’ 
Yet with a clear-headed pilot it need 
not necessarily be dangerous. 

“One of the realest dangers in flying 
is a deeply rooted belief with the ma- 
jority of flyers that when called upon 
to take out his machine and go into 
the air one must do so regardless of 
his own judgment as to his safety. The 
one great fear of the flyer is that he 
may gain a reputation for being what 
is known as a ‘ground hog’ or of hav- 
ing lost his nerve. For that reason 
many men will venture into a wind 
with their frail crafts when they know 
they will imperil their lives by so doing. 
Women,” concluded, Miss Quimby, 
“would, I believe, hale the greater 
courage and sanity which it requires 
to say ‘no.’ ”’

Pitchers Need Work 
Keep in Winning 
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Too Large Staffs Is Explanation fe 
Failure of Several Stars During 
1911 Season. 
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Everywhere one hears the question, 
“What's the matter with the pitch- 
ers?” This applies to the general run 
of slabmen, for there are individual 
pitchers with whom there is nothing 
in particular the matter. These indi- 
viduals are fewer than usual this 
year, and some of them have been 


unable to keep up consistent work. 
Many explanations of the way- 
ardness of pitchers have been ex- 
ploited, the most general excuse 
being that in some mysterious way, 
the new cork core ball affects the. 
control of the hurlers. The nearest to 
a sensible reason why the new ball 
should make any difference is that 
it is necessary to wind the yarn 
tighter about the core, consequently 
the cover is sewed on more tightly 
and does not give the pitcher’s fin- 
gers as firm a grip as formerly. If 
that is true, how is it that the few 
successful pitchers are not similarly 


affected? 
Too Many Cooks. 


The real reason probably js the 
growing size of pitching staffs. That 
raturally makes less work for the 
individual men on each staff and 
lack of work is bound to affect the 
control and the endurance of any 
athlete. With eight or ten’ pitchers 
at his disposal a manager sometimes 


will not call upon a pitcher for a 
whole month and then put him into a 
tight hole as likely as not. Some 
pitchers work so seldom that regu- 
lar patrons of the team do not know 
them by sight. 

In these modern days of strenuos- 
ity it is necessary, of course, to be 
well protected in the pitching depart- 
ment against accident or illness, but 
most managers or club owners carry 
this too far. Nowadays baliplayers, 
as a rule, are such pampered pets 
that they dislike to work outside the 
limelight, and the practice indulged 
in, except in the presence of &@ crowd, 
is dull work, usually of benefit only 
when players are constantly under 
the whip. 

Pitchers Need Practice. 

More work is a cure worth trying. 
It ought to be possible ‘or a good 
manager to select four pitchers after 
three weeks or a month of &@ Season 
have passed upon whom he can rely 
to work in turn, or nearly 80. That 
is the ideal after which the best 
managers strive, but sometimes they 
do not hold to their system with 
enough consistency to get the best 
results. It might be necessary to lose 
a game or two which possibly could 
be won by emergency methods, but 
in the long run the pitchers would 
profit by regular and steady work. 

Frequently accident or other cause will 


knock out the rotation of pitchers, but 
nothing else ought to. When it is neces. 


Lsdmething of the sort and get @ quick 


bench in shape for immediate duty is a 
hard problem to solve, but it can be 
partially worked out by making the 
substitute pitchers do all the work ia 
batting practice in the morning and in 
advance of each game. ‘ 

Practice Perfunetory. 

At present this batting practice is per- 
functory, both for pitchers and batters, 
The pitcher delivers nothing but straight 
balls, occasionally varying his speed in 
an attempt to help the batsmMan’s eye. 
No effort is made to curve the balls or 
to put any “stuff” on them. Occasion- 
ally an ambitious youngster will try 


calldown from the vyeteram batsmen 
whom he is facing. 

The batsmen do not want to be kept 
guessing as to what is being pitched. 
They say they have enough of that to 
do in the games, and take enough 
chances of getting hit when the battle 
is on, without undergoing the same risks 
in practice. The men at bat want to hit 
the ball, and hit it squarely. They like 
to get their hits in practice almost as 
well as in a game, particularly if there 
is a crowd watching them. ‘THis sys- 
tem is all wrong. The datsmah would 
get far better practice if he were com- 
pelled to match his wits against @ pitch- 
er’s in practice. And the substitute 
pitchers would profit because it would 
help them keep control of their curves 
and at the same time give them practice 
in studying how to fool @ batsman, even 
if a friendly one.

“THE IRON WOMAN.” 
HERE is ‘nothing very cheerful 
1 about “The Iron Woman,” by Mar- 
’ garet Deland, but as there are plen- 
ty of persons in this world who thor- 
oughly enjoy a good cry over a book, 
it will probably meet with apprecia- 
tion. Everyone who read “The Awak- 
ening of Helena Richie” will want to 
read it, for it is a sequel to that widely 

read and much discussed novel. 

When David was given to Helena 
Richie she promised to be a good mother 
to this beloved boy of adoption, and 
in “The‘Iron Woman” that promise is 
carried out with a devotion and pa- 
tience and gentleness not always found 
in a real mother. She and David rent a 
home in Mercer from Robert Ferguson, 
who is outwardly gruff, but has an ex- 
ceedingly soft heart: He soon falls un- 
der the spell of Helena Richie, as does 
nearly every man, old or young, who 
comes within the circle of her gentle- 
ness and reserve. Robert Ferguson is 
guardian for his niece, Elizabeth Fergcu- 
son, his brother’s child, and her les- 
sons with a geverness are shared by the 
two Maitland children, Nannie and 
Blair. To this little school in the Fer- 
guson attic David Richie fs sent and 
thus were/the four lives woven together. 

Mrs. Maitland, since the death of her 
husband, has carried on successfully the 
business of the large iron works at 
Mercer, and earns for herself the title 
of the fron woman. Her absorption in 
her business, as well as her utter inabil- 
ity to understand her son, Blair, results 
in his becoming idle, irresponsible and 
selfish. All his life he is idolized and 
shielded by his step-sister, Nannie. 

It is Elizabeth, with her high temper, 

who rules during the years of their 
childhood, and it is Elizabeth who 
wrecks David's life and her own, be- 
cause, in a fit of pique, she marries 
a man she does not leve, fer the purpose 
of making David wretched. The story 
is absorbingly full of ‘human emotions. 
Once begun, you cannot rest until] you 
reach the last page, and it holds your 
interest to the last page. 
It is “The Iron Woman,” the strong 
Weman, so helpless in her motherhood, 
so yearning for love, to whom you give 
all your pity.

é ‘Te STORY OF THE AERO- 
PLANE,’ by Claude Graham 
White, is one of the best books 
of its kind in print. Its author does not 
write chiefly of his own experience and 
adventures in the air. He justifies his 
title by telling the whole story of the 
aeroplane from the standpoint of those 
who use it in actual flight. As one of 
these, he gives Claude Graham White 
his own place and devgtes some space to 
his own adventures in the air.

When, as 
in case of the Wrights of whom he Is 
not overfond, he expresses a suggestion 
of prejudice, he does not ask the reader 
to agree with him. He gives all anyone 
is likely to call for, not only in records 
of flight prior to this year, but in the 
way of detail belonging to engineering 
principles and their*mechanical applica- 
tion.
